Declining to reveal, even in the 
secret session of the committee, the 
number of planes to be dispatched 
for this purpose, Marshall was said 
to have described the situation in 
the Pacific as “serious.” 
Some committee members said 
Marshall refused to comment on 
administration policy in relation to 
the Far Eastern situation but as­ 
sured them there was no intention 
on the part of the Army or Navy 
chiefs to “strip” American defenses 
in the effort to speed up war equip­ 
ment deliveries to Britain.

19,163 IN ADAMS 
REGISTERED FOR 
LAST ELECTION 


Pre-Emption Case of 
Local Co-Operative 
Being Heard 


A check of Adams county voting 
registration files at the court house, 
which was completed at noon today, 
showed that 3,964 men and women 
in this county who were registered 
and eligible to vote did not cast 
their ballots at the general election 
last November. 
Of that group a 
total of 1,661 did not vote at any 
election In 1939 and 1940, the survey 
showed. 
Election boards* returns last No­ 
vember showed that 15,999 ballots 
were cast out of the total registra­ 
tion at election time of 19,163. 
The registration records showed 
that of the 1,661 who did not vote 
during the last two years 778 were 
republicans. 847 were democrats, 34 
were no party voters and two were 
members of the royal oak party. 
In line with action taken at the 
meeting of the county registration 
commission last week, notices will 
go out to the 1,661 countians in- 
formlng them that unless they ap­ 
pear in person before the county 
registration commission or mail a 
written request for re-instatement 
within IO days from the date of 
mailing of the notice, their registra­ 
tion will be cancelled. 
The 18,302 other registered voters 
in Adams county will receive cards 
bearing a copy of the voter’s name 
and address as it appears on the 
registration records for the purpose 
of checking that record for errors. 
Errors in those records might form 
grounds for challenges at election 
time. If the name and address are 
not correct, the correct information 
must be turned over to the registra­ 
tion commission within a specified 
time. 
Both sets of notices will be mailed 
from the court house within the 
next few days, C. Arthur Brame, 
chief clerk to the registration com­ 
mission, said today.

Knowing that you would like to 
receive a letter with information 
concerning Army life, I am going to 
try my best to give you my exper­ 
ience in tile Army so far. 
On December l l , 1940, I enlisted 
in the U. 3. Army Air Corps through 
a Baltimore Recruiting office. I was 
told to report there on December 
16 ready to leave for Maxwell Field. 
Alabama, and so for the next few 
days I was very busy packing and 
getting ready to leave. On tile set 
date I reported to the recruiting 
office and received my tickets and 
papers for ration money and was 
to leave at 12:08 that noon. 
Not 
being quite as fortunate as some of 
the other boys, I had to make the 
entire trip by myself. It took until 
the next day at noon. I traveled in 
a day coach until 9 o'clock Monday 
night, then transferred to a Pullman 
car for the rest of the trip. 
Tills 
Army sure sends you with ill tile 
best traveling conveniences 
On arriving in Montgomery, Ala­ 
bama, I had to call the office at 
Maxwell Field to yet transportation 
out to the post, I waited for about 
an hour then was greeted by a ser­ 
geant who asked for my papers and 
told me to get into the rear of the 
truck. This was my first ride in an 
Army truck. 


Our next stop was at the recruit 
receiving office in Hanger Six. Here 
after signing about a dozen papers 
I received a bed, bedding and mess 
kit, then I was taken to a tent and 
was showed how to make up my 
bunk. 
Next I was taken to the mess hall 
to get my first Army meal which 
consisted of fried ham, baked po­ 
tatoes, corn, green beans, 
fruit, 
cookies, bread, butter and coffee. 
After the meal I was taken back 
to Hie tent and told to stay there 
until further notice. 
There was 
nothing more to do that day. 
Next morning I received by cloth­ 
ing. 
I guess you have heard they 
issue only two sizes — too big or 
too small and unfortunately mine 
were all too small. 
So alter re­ 
ceiving these the rest of tile day 
was spent sorting and hanging up 
clothes, only talcing time out for 
chow. 
The next day was a little harder. 
We had to get up at 5:30 a. rn. and 
then had roll call at 6 a. rn. Break­ 
fast followed and then there was a 
rest period until 8 o’clock. 
At 8 
every one fell out on the parade 
field and we, who had not taken 
the alpha test to find out if we 
were capable of going to Army 
schools, were Instructed to report to 
the mess hall where we took the 
test. 
The following Saturday we re­ 
ceived our marks on the test and 
were interviewed by the command­ 
ing officer on our eligibility of go­ 
ing to these schools. At this inter­ 
view I told him I was a cook, m on 
the following Tuesday (December 
24) I was assigned as an assistant 
cook iii the recruit mess hall, Ever 
since then I have been cooking at 
tills place. 


Wing, as one of the first cooks. 
This outfit is to be stationed at 
West Palm Beach, Florida. 
On the cooking shifts down here 
we cook three meals and have six 
meals off. 
(One day on and two 
days off.) 
From the first day up until now 
I think the Army has been feeding 
ifs soldiers as. good and if not bet­ 
ter then most hotels feed their pa* 
irons. 
We are still living in tents which 
are screened in and 
a l s o are 
equipped with gas heaters and elec­ 
tricity. They are very comfortable 
in this climate.. 
Of course we 
have a few cold days and nights, but 
not so many. 
For the last few days the tem­ 
perature has been as high as 80 de­ 
grees. this balm: very much like our 
summer temperature back home. 
While getting acquainted with 
other boys here I have met a num­ 
ber of them from Gettysburg and 
Emmitsburg. 
From Gettysburg there is Clifford 
Stoner and Flying Cadet Thomas, 
while Emmitsburg is a little more 
represented with Rich and Hamer, 
John Hoke, Harold Hoke, William 
Br am any, Bud Peters and Bink 
Mondorff, The Stoner boy is now 
at the Air Mechanics school in New 
Jersey, 
This seems to be all there is to 
Army life, so thanking you for this 
opportunity, I must close.

Tin, Tungsten and 
Antimony Found in 
Frederick County 


(From the Frederick News) 
I t was interesting to note, in an 
article by Charles T. Malone in The 
News the other day, th a t ores of 
all the seven “strategic” m etals es­ 
sential to war production are found 
in M aryland, and three of them 
have been reported in Frederick 
county. 
The county’s three ores 
are cassiterite, from which tin is 
produced; scheerlite, which yields 
tungsten, and stibnite, an antim ony- 
bearing ore. 
It is true th a t the 
observed 
occurrences 
w e r e 
not 
thought 
commercially 
im portant, 
but these reports were m ade be­ 
fore 1900 when the uses of a n ti­ 
mony, tin and tungsten were not 
so great as they are today. 
Frederick 
county 
knows 
some­ 
thing about mining. 
A gold mine 
ju st west of Frederick has ceased 
operations within a few m onths, 
while the memory of several cop­ 
per m ines worked alm ost up to 
the first World war rem ains fresh 
in 
the 
New 
London-Libertytown 
neighborhood. 
Frederick 
county 
once was able to boast the only lead 
m ine ever worked in M aryland, a t 
M ountain View, near Union Bridge, 
and the iron works at C atoctin F u r­ 
nace are of course well known. The 
chances are th at Frederick county’s 
production of antim ony, tin and 
tungsten will be about like its ex­ 
perience with copper, gold, iron and 
lead, 
for 
although m etal-bearing 
ores occur all through the A ppalach­ 
ians, just as they do through the 
Rocky m ountains in the west and 
the Ozarks and the Black Hills 
w hich rise out of the central North 
Am erican valley, the eastern m oun­ 
tains 
have 
not 
produced 
great 
am ounts of minerals other th a n coal, 
iron and petroleum. 
Exceptions to 
this generalization include a n urn*, 
ber of small gold mines, notably the 
one a t Dahlonega.

lings. 
Uniform acts, such as on 
extra­ 
dition and

state Crime Commission.

duced in 1939, and it was explained 
th a t step was taken merely to get 
the bulky measure printed.

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GERMAN CONSUL 
DENIES BEING 
ESPIONAGE HEAD 


Charge Made by Wo­ 
man in Suit for 
$8,000 


IBy the Associated Press] 
San Francisco, Feb. 20—A divorcee 
who asserted Captain Fritz Wiede­ 
mann owed her money for investi­ 
gating his status with Adolf Hitler, 
described the nazi consul general in 
a law suit today as head of the 
German espionage system in Amer­ 
ica.

Verbal Agreement

Under a verbal agreement with

Production of 93% of 
Nation’s Orders Un­ 
derway 


[By the Associated Press] 
Philadelphia, Feb. 20—A survey 
of IOO typical industrial areas by 
the defense committee of the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
showed 
that production is under 
way on 93 per cent of national de­ 
fense orders, Walter D. Fuller N.A.M. 
president reported recently. 
Fuller said: 
“Only seven per cent think that 
they

deliveiles 
on 
schedule, despite delays necessary 
to making ready and tooling up be­ 
fore production could begin. Twenty- 
live per cent will make deliveries 
earlier than their contracts speci­ 
fied. 
“Returns from the many thou­ 
sands of questionnaires sent out in 
the survey tell the dramatic story 
of how American industry is volun­ 
teering to serve,” Fuller said. 
State Paces the Nation 
“Pennsylvania is pacing the na­ 
tion 
Thirty-six 
industrial 
com­ 
munities in the state have reported 
that they have organized themselves 
completely into community pools. 
“Each has appointed a committee 
of manufacturers to study all avail­ 
able 
plant,

GOOD SCHOOL REPORT 
Western, Neb. (AP)—Elvin Rich­ 
mond, 11-year-old junior high stu­ 
dent, sat down at assembly with a 
bang—literally.

Tile Fish and Wildlife service in 
the U. S. Department of the In­ 
terior has been conducting a nation­ 
wide survey in the interest of the 
busy homemaker and states that 
“there is an abundance of species 
of fish and shellfish available in our 
markets from which the housewife 
may select to add variety and sub­ 
stantial food value to the family 
table." 
In other words, every' state has its 
wlnter-time fish specialties, which 
should be used more frequently on 
the table to add valuable food ele­ 
ments to menus, as well as interest 
and variety. 
In the nation’s capital, croaker, or 
hardhead, the little spreckled brown 
1*2 pounder, ranks all other species. 
Only a "hoot and a holler away,” 
Baltimore seems to favor the sque- 
teague, a 3 to 5 pound fish, some­ 
times called the sea trout. 
Down 
Richmond, Virginia, way they also 
select the croaker, as well as the 
king mackerel; Norfolk, to be dif­ 
ferent, prefers flounders, and pre­ 
pares them as “filet of sole." 
W ashington Favorite 
In and around Washington, they 
like croaker in what is locally called 
the Chesapeake bay stew. This calls 
for a medium-sized croaker (about 
1 
pounds), cleaned and 
gashed 
crosswise through to backbone; po­ 
tatoes, sliced crosswise and rather 
thin; onion, salt and pepper to taste. 
Add only enough water to produce 
sufficient steam for cooking, which 
does not require much time. 
Savannah puts whiting at the top 
of the list, and probably' fries or 
sautees them. In Atlanta, as well as 
in Birmingham, Alabama, the croak­ 
er again is No. I fish. In Columbia, 
South Carolina, the hardhead and 
mullet tie for first place.

Salute to Bananas 


“Vitamins B and C have rehabili­ 
ta te d the banana In the infant 
dietary,” write* Dr Henry Borsook 
in his educational book “Vitamins— 
What They Are and How They Can 
Benefit You." The noted professor) 
of biochemistry' continues: 
“Not many years ago, if a baby 
was seen eating a banana, there 
would be cries of consternation from 
the onlookers and prophecies of dire 
consequences. Now, the myth of its 
indigestibility has vanished along 
with a good many other dietetic 
myths. 
“Its value as a source of vitamin 
B and carbohydrate already has been 
pointed out. 
It is an equally good 
source of vitamin C. 
One banana 
contains about 7 milligrams of vita­ 
min C, more than half the daily re­ 
quirement of a baby less than a 
year old." 
Stressing the value of “green leafy 
vegetables,’’ Professor Borsook men­ 
tions Brussels sprouts and water­ 
cress as rich in vitamin C; water­ 
cress also is noted for an abundance 
of vitamin E. His comment on cab­ 
bage and how to cook it is worth 
passing on: 
One of the cheapest rich vege­ 
table sources of vitamin C is cab­ 
bage. 
It contains from IOO to 200 
milligrams per pound (fresh weight), 
but the usual method of cooking 
cabbage results in the destruction 
of nearly all the vitamin. In order 
to preserve the vitamin In cabbage, 
it is necessary to plunge the leaves 
first into boiling water for a few 
minutes and then to cook them at 
a high temperature for as short a 
time as is necessary to make the 
cabbage palatable. 
Some loss of vitamin C in cooking I 
vegetables is unavoidable; nearly all I 
is lost if Hie water is discarded, or 
lf soda is used.

“TOWARD FREEDOM: THE AUTO­ 
BIOGRAPHY OF J A WAH AREAL 
NEHRU” ; (John Day: $4). 
I T IS astounding w h at quotations 
* an astu te publisher can find for 
th e blurbs of his books, w hen he 
really tries. On th e back of th e 
jacket 
w hich 
protects 
“T ow ard 
Freedom ” from bookstore d u st th e 
London O bserver is quoted as com ­ 
paring 
Ja w ah arlal 
N eh ru ’s 
a u to ­ 
biography w ith N ew m an’s “Apolo­ 
gia,” and Jo h n G u n th er says am ong i 
other superlative tributes to th e book | 
th a t “hardly a dozen m en alive 
w rite E nglish as well as N ehru.” 
Both statem en ts are quite silly. 
T he book is. a political tr a c t— not 
designed to be a m asterpiece of 
literature. As for its a u th o r’s lit­ 
erary prowess—I can (an d will if 
urged) nam e 120 persons who w rite 
better prose th a n N ehru, an d one of 
these will be Jo h n G u n th er! 
N ehru w as born into a prosperous 
m iddle-class In d ian fam ily w hich 
originally cam e from th e Vale of 
K ashm ir. He was educated m ostly 
by 
governesses 
an d 
tutors, 
con­ 
ceived early a passion for In d ia ’s 
“freedom ,” and since reaching ad u lt 
statu s h as spent m ost of his tim e 
in jail because oth ers do n o t agree 
w ith his recipe. He h as been p re s i-| 
den t of th e native Congress, has 
w ritten, lectured, agitated, observed 
an d now describes him self an d his 
surroundings in com petent prose. If 
his reasoning wrere as clear as his 
w riting, “Tow ard F reedom ” w’ould 
be one of th e g reat books. U nfor­ 
tunately th is seems to m e u n tru e. 
N ehru’s insistence on In d ia n free­ 
dom is based largely on resen tm en t 
of the B ritish pukka sahib concept, 
and on In d ian race pride. T he re ­ 
sentm ent can be u n d ersto o d ; th e 
B ritish them selves acknow ledge seri­ 
ous m istakes, although one who is 
outside th e whole th in g can som e­ 
tim es see why th e m istakes were 
inevitable. N ehru passes th ro u g h in ­ 
num erable stages on his way to a 
conclusion—G andhi, theosophy, n o n ­ 
violence, no tax cam paigns, com ­ 
m unalism , w hatnot. 
T he conclusion reached, in th e 
end, is th a t In d ia m ust go com ­ 
m unist. T his is specifically stated 
in an appendix, an d a t th e sam e 
tim e N ehru points to th e “freedom " 
of the 600,000 (his figure) R ussian 
soviets as the ideal.
